2 Killed In Gun Battle, Woman

SACRAMENTO (IP) — Four persons 
met violent death in this vicinity dur- 
ing the last 12 hours, authorities re- 
ported today. 

They were: Owen McManus, 28, of 
Tracy, special officer for the South- 
ern Pacific railroad; James Franklin 
Johnson, 38, itinerant farm worker; 
Miss Alberta Weule, 31, employe of 
the State Unemployment Reserves 
Commission; and George Merritt Bot- 
toms, 32, Los Angeles. 

McManus and:Johnson, earlier iden- 
tified as Jasper Spees, shot each other 
to death in a gun battle along the 
Southern Pacific’s right of way at El- 
vas tower, east of Sacramento. 

Miss Weule was killed in a head-on 
collision with a bus on the Auburn 
highway northeast of Sacramento. No 
bus passengers were injured. The light 
coach, driven by Miss Weule, was de- 
molished. 

Bottoms, police said, fired. a bullet 
into his head in his room at a down- 
town hotel. He left a note asking that 
his wife be notified but offering no 
motive for taking his life.

In Report On Europe Tour 


NEW YORK that 
Herbert Hoover mizht aspire to the 
presidency in 1940 were found today in 
his speech before the Council on For- 
eign Relations.

Mr. Hoo- 
ver warned that “if the world is to 
keep peace, it must keep peace with 
dictatorships as well as with popular 
governments.” 

There was speculation in both Re- 
publican and Democratic circles today 
as to whether Mr. Hoover might have 
been suggesting that he was best quali- 
fied to direct the nation’s affairs after 
1940 when foreign relations will be in- 
creasingly important.

The leaflets and 
‘Tasty Treats’ were handed out to re- 
lief clients along with the Bosc pears. 
I have had nothing but the finest of 
comments on the pears we distributed 
in eleven counties in my district. The 
commodity was well received and the 
best advantage was made use of them 
by the clients. 

“The pears were withheld from dis- 
tribution for two weeks, during which 
time they were allowed to carefully 
ripen according to your booklet on the 
care of pears.

The State Chamber of Commerce to- | 


day requested California’s congress- 


men and senators to work for enact- | 


ment of legislation calling for federal 
assistance in the care of transients. 

Letter sent to the California dele- 
gates by the State Chamber stated, 
“The principle of federal participation 
in the care of non-residents should be 
supported, provided a reasonable per- 
iod of continuous self-support is re- 
quired before residence in California 
can be gained under the terms of any 
program of federal participation in 
this support of non-residents.” 


Stating that the bill in its present 
form, although sound in principle, fails 
to safeguard California’s interests, the 
State Chamber urged the following 
amendments: 1. If such aid is granted 
by the federal government to needy 
transients in California, the time dur- 
ing which aid is received shall not be 
counted toward legal residence in Cali- 
fornia, making them eligible under ex- 
isting state relief statutes. 

2. Aid granted in California shall not 
be greater than the aid granted in the 
state from which the transient came. 

3. Transients shall be required to 
have at least three years’ residence in 
California before being eligible to 
county aid under California laws. 

Legislation granting federal aid for 
transients is now pending in Congress 
in H. R. 9256, introduced by Congress- 
man H. Jerry Voorhis, California.
